2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: When read as a 
whole, claims 1 , 9, and 1 5 are allowable with respect to the following: 

With respect to claims 1, and 15, the primary reason for allowance is the structural 
combination of a test module coupled to the I/O controller using a second connection that is 
separate from the first connection and the bus; and wherein the I/O controller is configured to 
provide the test transactions to the memory controller using the bus. 
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With respect to claim 9, the primary reason for allowance is the structural combination of 
generating a test transaction in a test module coupled to an input/output (I/O) controller using a 
first connection that is separate fi-om a second connection that is configured to couple the I/O 
controller to one or more I/O devices and separate from a system bus coupled to a processor, the 
test module and the I/O controller included in a chipset coupled to the memory and the system 
bus; providing the test transaction fi-om the test module to the I/O controller using the first 
connection;
